A pointed crotchet made, as has been explained in 


the preceding article, is recommended to be made 
uſe of, by introducing the left hand, well moiſtened 


with pomatum, into the womb, as far as until the 
ends of the fingers reach one of the orbits of the eyes, 
or holes of the ears, and conducting the crotchet 


along the palm of the hand, as far as the orbit, or

FN this operation, we make an incifion at firſt 


through the integuments of the belly, in a preg- 
nant woman; and, afterwards, another inciſion thro?

child, which is incloſed therein: it is practiſed in 
three different caſes, iſt. In a woman who dies 
near the end of her pregnancy, from a fall, a blow, 
an apoplexy, poiſon, ſtab of .a ſword, in ſhort, of a 
death ſudden enough to give reaſon to think that the 
child is not dead, and may be ſaved by opening the 
mother. 2dly. In a living woman, when it is evi- 
dent that the child is dead, and cannot be extracted 
by any other method, which renders this operation, 


cruel as it is, abſolutely neceſſary to ſave the mo-
